Delayed hearing slated today

The scheduled pre-trial 
examination of two Detroit 
men arrested in connection 
with the shooting death of a 
Detroit Metro Airport visitor 
was postponed last Wednes- 
day by 34th District Court 
Judge William Szlinis be- 
cause neither defendant was 
represented by a lawyer. 

The defendants, Charles 
Douglas Scott, 33, and Isaac 
Collier, 26, were escorted 
into court about 2:15 p.m. 


Wednesday. Assistant Wayne 
County Prosecutor Curtis 
Smith then informed Szlinis 
that neither defendant had 
an attorney present. 

The judge then quizzed 
one defendant asking, “Mr. 
Collier didn’t you say at your 
arraignment that you were 
going to hire your own attor- 
ney?” Collier said because of 
the cost he would not be able 
to do so. 

Szlinis then set a new 
court date for 9 a.m. April 20 
for the hearing on charges 
that the defendants shot to 
death Elwin A. Lillie, 54, of 


Evart on April 2 as he sat in 
his car in a Romulus 
McDonald’s Restaurant 
parking lot on Middlebelt 
Road. 

Lillie had arrived at the 
scene a short time before in 
anticipation of picking up 
his 80-year-old mother, Mar- 
ian, at Detroit Metro Airport. 
She was flying into Metro 
from Florida. 

The pair face charges of 
felonious murder and rob- 
bery and a felony firearm 
compliant. 

The court delay caused 


obvious distress with the vic- 
tim’s out-of-state family 
members, some of who re- 
lated they would not be able 
to return this Wednesday. 

Several brothers praised 
the action by the Romulus 
Police Department but said 
they felt extremely hurt by 
the fact the hearing was de- 
layed. 

Szlinis also warned the 
half dozen or more state wit- 
nesses in attendance that 
they must attend the 
Wednesday pre-hearing ses- 
sion. 


Heart ailment doesn’t stop rescue effort

A former Romulus man, 
who has been on a heart trans- 
plant list for the last two years, 
didn’t let his ailment interfere 
with his rescue of a large dog 
who fell through the ice on 
Thunder Lake recently. 

Harry Boelter, 61, who is be- 
coming known as “dog’s best 
friend”, saw the dog fall 
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through the early spring ice on 
April 7 and into the near freez- 
ing temperatures. 

Boelter attempted to rescue 
the yellow Labrador retriever 
by pushing his canoe along the 
ice. Suddenly the thinning ice 
gave way and Boelter fell into 
the chest-deep water. 

But Boelter had the strength 
to reset the canoe, place the 
shivering animal inside and 
then paddle to the other side 
of the lake, where his wife, Syl- 
via, was prepared to pick him 
up. 

Boelter’s concern that the 
dog might have to be eutha- 
nized proved unfounded when 
the owner was located. “It’s not 
fair risking your life for a dog,” 
his wife said, “and then have it 
put to sleep. We really like ani- 
mals, but we can't keep it” 

But Boelter’s concerns were 
eased several days after a 
story of the dog’s rescue ap- 
peared in the Ludington Daily 
News. The dog’s owner re- 
sponded and reclaimed the an- 
imal. 

Boelter had rescued his 
own dog, Harley, from a simi- 
lar accident in the river sev- 
eral years earlier. 

Boelter learned of his heart 
problem back in 1991 just be- 
fore undergoing a quadruple 
by-pass. His doctors said he 
apparently had been undergo- 


Murder probe 
turned over to 
Eton sheriff

The investigation into the 
death of a barefoot 30-year-old 
Lansing area businessman 
found in an open Romulus 
field last Wednesday has been 
referred to the Eton County 
Sheriff’s Department, Ro- 
mulus Detective Lt. Dan 
Snyder said Monday. 

Eton County Sheriff’s detec- 
tives traveled to Romulus 
Monday to confer with Ro- 
mulus detectives and to view 
the location where the body 
was found, an open field on 
Cogswell Road south of 
Ecorse. A private citizen found 
the victim’s body about 8 a.m. 
April 13. 

The victim, Ronald Clark 
Pasko, was identified by his 
parents who reside in Indiana 
last Thursday at the Wayne 
County Coroner’s Office. An 
autopsy revealed he was dead 
between 12 and 24 hours, when 
lie was found. He reportedly 
died of a single kmfe puncture 
wound in the back. 

Eton County Sheriff’s detec- 
tives found traces of the vic- 
tim’s blood inside his 
suburban Lansing area home 
last Friday and are working on 
the theory he was killed there 


and then transported for some 
reason to Romulus 

Mr. Pasko was a Purdue 
University graduate, who 
earned an engineering degree. 
Pasko was divorced and was 
working for a Lansing area car 
company, police said. 

Snyder stated the victim’s 
family members reported 
Pasko had been living in Delta 
Township, just outside Lans- 
ing, for about a year. Prior to 
that he lived in Indiana. 

Pasko’s body was dressed in 
a red turtleneck shirt and 
jeans when he was found by a 
citizen Wednesday, Snyder 
said. The body had been strip- 
ped of all identification but in- 
formation found nearby 
ultimately led to his identifica- 
tion. 

Mr. Pasko’s car was found 
abandoned on Route 69 on the 
Michigan side of the Indiana 
border. 

Romulus Police will con- 
tinue assisting the Eton County 
Sheriff’s Department as the 
need arises, Snyder said. 

In the meantime, detectives 
continue to search for anyone 
who saw the victim alive the 
last two days of his life and 
those who may have informa- 
tion about Mr. Pasko’s lifestyle.

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Student suspended in school bombing

Following the April 12 evac- 
uation of John Glenn High 
School in Westland due to the 
release of two suspected pep- 
per mace spray bombs in the 
building, an 18-year-old stu- 
dent attending the school has 
been suspended pending a 
due process hearing to deter- 
mine farther disciplinary ac- 
tion, Wayne-Westland 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Gary Dell said. 

The student allegedly ad- 
mitted to the crime, according 
to Dell, and has been ticketed 
for disturbing the peace, West- 
land police Sgt. Russell No- 
waczck said. 

The alleged mace bombs 
were released in the morning 
and afternoon, Dell said. Fol- 
lowing the release of the sec- 
ond bomb, 1,800 students and 
faculty were evacuated from 
the building and 120 students 
were attended to by emer- 
gency personnel from the 
Westland Fire Department, 
Dell said. 

A total of seven students 
and one teacher were trans- 
ported to area hospitals for 
breathing difficulties where 
they were treated and re- 
leased, according to Dell. 


The first of two pepper 
bombs was released in the 
school around 10:30 a.m. when 
an “offensive odor was de- 
tected,” and the second at 
12:55 p.m. when emergency 
personnel were preparing to 
leave the scene, Dell said. 

Three emergency units, 15 
Westland police officers and 
10 members of the Wayne 
County Hazardous Incident 
Response Team (HAZMAT) re- 
sponded to the scene. 

The first bombing, which af- 
fected three classrooms, was 
determined not to be toxic and 
two students were sent to the 
hospital for breathing diffi- 
culties, Dell said. 

After the second pepper 
mace spray was released, ad- 
ministrators pulled the fire 
alarm and evacuated the 
building shortly after 1 p.m., 
sending students and faculty 
home for the remainder of the 
day, Dell said. 

“Another one went off. This 
one was more widespread and 
everyone was still on site. We 
decided it was too hard to 
function and called the buses,” 
Dell said. 

According to Dell, investiga- 
tors suspected that some sort 
of pepper spray was placed in 
the cold air return. 


According to Assistant 
Westland Fire Chief Mike 
Reddy, use of the chemical 
analysis team coupled with the 
other emergency and police 
personnel was extremely ex- 
pensive for the county, costing 
up to $10,000 for the run. 

“The fire folks are inter- 
ested tremendously since the 
chemical analysis team is a lot 
of cost to the county,” Dell 


said. 

According to Assistant Fire 
Chief George Riley, each fire 
department in the county pro- 
vides the HAZMAT team with 
two firefighters and pays for 
those Individuals out of city 
funds. 

“Each man receives spe- 
cialized training. We have to 
support them financially,” 
Riley said. 


Judge takes domestic 
dispute plan ‘on road’ 


Westland 18th District 
Judge Gail McKnight recently 
presented the court Domestic 
Violence Case Management 
plan at the Wayne County Co- 
ordinating Council to Prevent 
Domestic Violence at the 
County Building. 

The council members, ap- 
pointed by County Executive 
Ed McNamara, with staff assis- 
tance from the County Public 
Health Department, bring to- 
gether courts, police, prosecu- 
tors, the private bar, shelters, 
service providers and elected 
officials to organize efforts to 
stem domestic violence in 
Wayne County. 

McKnight, who has served 
on the council since it was for- 
med, presented the court coor- 
dinated approach at the 
meeting. 

“From the court’s point of 
view, these procedures are not 
“pro” victim or “pro” anyone, 
rather they represent the coor- 
dinated efforts of the police, 
the prosecutor, the bar and the 
court’s plan to deal with these 
cases appropriately and 
fairly,” McKnight said. 

The state legislature re- 
quired several years ago that 
all domestic violence defen- 
dants be detained for 24 hours 
to serve as a cooling-off period. 
After the 24 hours, the defen- 
dant is eligible to post bond 
unless the police deem that 
defendant to be a danger. 

The Westland court, which 
is viewed as a model program 
for the resolution of domestic 
violence cases, has each of 
these cases reviewed by a pro- 
bation officer for terms and 
cpnditions of release. 

According to 18th District 
Judge C. Charles Bokos the nu- 
mber of repeat cases have 
dropped to less than 5 percent. 

‘The prosecutor’s office and 
the court have a ‘no drop’ pol-

Mingo L. Underwood, 17, 
and Eric Garner, 17, were al- 
legedly involved in a robbery 
incident at John’s Place party 
store on CJlenwood at approx 
innately 2:55 p.m. March 13. ac- 
cording to Wayne Police Lt. 
Mel Drews. / 

“A number of people were 
around the store when one of 
the suspects pulled a gun on 
the victim," Drews said. "He 
asked her for change initially. 
When she began to look, he 
told her to put the money on 
the ground. 

"She refused, and then ran 
into the store. No injuries oc- 
culted. There were actually 
five suspects who fled on foot, 
and we art still continuing our 
investigation." 

Underwood allegedly was 
the assailant who pulled a gun 
on the Wayne woman in the 
parking lot of John’s Place. He 
is charged with assault with in- 
tent to rob while armed and 
felony firearm. If lie is found 
guilty of both offenses, he 
could receive up to life in 
prison plus an additional two 
years for the felony firearm 
charge. 

If Garner is found guilty of 
the acce .ary after the fact 
charge, he could receive up to 
five years in prison, according 
to Drews, 

Both defendants appeared 


for an arraignment on infor- 
mation March 15 before Arch- 
bold, and a $30,000 cash bond 
was set for each. Drews said 
Underwood has a previous 
criminal record.

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Police investigate 
2 area robberies

Westland police are investi 
gating two recently reported 
unarmed robberies in which a 
man was allegedly beaten for 
$3 and a Walkman radio, ac 
cording to Westland police re 
ports. 

The first incident occurred 
around 3:30 a. in. on April 9 
when a 17 year-old Westland 
man was walking along the 
Dorsey/Ogeman backpath, just 
west of Jefferson Elementary 
School, located at 32150 Dor- 
sey Road in Westland, police 
reports said. 

The victim was walking east 
when he was approached by a 
perpetrator riding a 10 speed 
bicycle with a young boy on the 
handlebars. The perpetrator 
identified himself as an under- 
cover police officer and when 
the victim asked to see his 
badge, the man could not pro- 
duce one, police said. 

As the victim began to walk 
away, the perpetrator grabbed 
his coat and attacked him from 
behind, punching him about 
the face and head, according 
to police. 

The robber demanded the 
man’s money and Walkman ra- 
dio and when the victim gave 
the perpetrator the radio and 
$3 cash, he was punched in the 
nose, police said The per- 
petrator and young boy fled on 
the bike and the victim suf 
fered no serious injuries. 


The assailant is described 
as a 30-year-old thin white 
male, approximately (5 feet- 
tall, wearing a black coat and 
yellow bandana. The youth is 
described as a white male bet 
ween the ages of 7 and 10. 

Police are also investigating 
an unarmed robbery at Perry 
Drugs, located at 31162 Warren 
in Westland, in which a Gar 
den City woman was robbed of 
her purse containing credit 
cards and $5 in cash. 

The incident occurred 
around 9:40 p.m. April 11 when 
a 30 year-old Garden City fe- 
male was returning to her car 
after shopping at the drug 
store. A man she had noticed 
on the pay telephone when she 
entered the building ap- 
proached her from behind and 
grabbed her purse as she be- 
gan to unlock the driver’s side 
door of her car, police reports 
said. 

The woman began to strug- 
gle and scream, police said, 
and the perpetrator pushed 
her in the side and ran west- 
bound through the parking lot 
and then northbound across 
Warren Road with the victim’s 
purse in hand, police said. 

The alleged robber is de- 
scribed as a white male, bet- 
ween 15 and 16- years-of-age, 
with a thin build, short dark 
hair, wearing a blue and black 
baseball cap, an oversized 
sweatshirt with a hood and 
lung loose fitting pants. 


School-to-work 
bill is approved 


A bill, which would provide 
grants to set up educator- 
business-labor partnerships to 
provide technical training to 
students, was approved unani 
mously by the House Commit- 
tee on Education and Labor.

The school 
course work would comple- 
ment the participants on-the- 
job experience, enhancing 
their qualifications and pre- 
senting them with an oppor- 
tunity to receive a portable, 
industry-recognized creden- 
tial of specific occupational 
skills. 

“This bill is an important 


blueprint to help us build a 
highly skilled work force for 
the 21st century,” said Commit- 
tee Chairman William D. Ford, 
D-13. “For those who have 
wondered when we were going 
to turn our attention from col- 
lege education to doing some- 
thing for the majority of our 
people who are not headed for 
professional careers, this is 
the ‘when.’” 

The program is designed to 
ensure that graduating high 
school students are led into 
higher education, with the 
promise of preparation for a 
career upon completion in 
business or police work, for ex- 
ample. 

The bill will go to the full 
House of Representatives for 
further action.

Prompting his resignation 
was a conflict with the board 
of trustees over the firing, and 
then rehiring, of two of his vice 
presidents last November. A1 
though widely respected in the 
community, he has been at 
odds with at least one trustee. 

“It is time to move on,” Cor- 
tada said. “I believe someone 
else can carry on from this 
point” 

Cortada did not comment on 
the reasons for his resignation, 
other than to say that, when 
hired, he had told the board of 
trustees, “You won’t have a dif- 
ficult time getting rid of me.” 

The college president noted 
that because of the close prox- 
imity of the Downriver 
Campus in Taylor and the 
Western Center in Van Buren 
Township, it is necessary to 
provide new services and new 
programs for the Western Cen- 


ter. He said agreements with 
Detroit College of Business, 
Siena College and the Univer- 
sity of Detroit-Mercy will make 
the area campus a university 
center for the community. 

“We need to focus more on 
retaining and outreach to the 
area school districts,” Cortada 
said. “Instead of 50 percent of 
high school graduates entering 
colleges, we should have 99 or 
100 percent moving on to col- 
lege if they are to relate to a 
high tech world.” 

WCCC Trustee Ted Scott, 
who represents District 9 in 
western Wayne County, 
praised the leadership and ac- 
complishments of Cortada. 

“The first millage for the 
college was passed under his 
leadership. In the fall, a three- 
year renewal will be on the 
ballot. Its passage is important 
to the existence of the col- 
lege,” Scott said. “Dr. Cortada 
did not build something to dis- 
appear when he goes to his 
next job. What he (Cortada) 
has put into place, will con- 
tinue to exist.” 

Dr. Hattie Johnson, the new 
dean, noted that Cortada has

outlined initiatives for the 
Western Center. 

“Dr. Cortada set the stage 
with his commitment to the 
mission of the college and the 
center,” Johnson said.

needs and to improve the qual- 
ity of life for the community.” 

Bill Richardson, principal 
of William D. Ford Vocational 
Center, welcomed Johnson to 
the college, stating, “You do 
not stand alone. The challenge

In his closing statement, 
Ted Scott said, “She (Johnson) 
needs your help and we (the 
board of trustees) need your 
help. We need the guidance of 
groups and organizations to 
put together programs to serve 
the community.”

past seven years. 


The candidate, a Westland 
resident of 28 years, is a gradu- 
ate of Belleville High School. 
DeHart, a mother of two, step- 
mother of three and grand- 
mother of five, was employed 
as a Michigan Bell Telephone 
Company payroll clerk three 
years prior to becoming a sec- 
retary in the Wayne-Westland 
School District in 1972. She be- 
came a state legislative secre- 
tary in 1987 and a state aide in 
1988. 

Currently serving as a re- 
cording secretary to the 13th 
Congressional District Demo- 
cratic Organization, DeHart is 
also a member of numerous 
Westland organizations in- 
cluding: Civitans, Democratic 
Club, Business and Professio- 


nal Women, Planning Commis- 
sion, Elderly Housing Board of 
Directors and a volunteer for 
Westland Goodfellows and 
Festival Committee. 

In addition, DeHart, 45, is a 
democratic precinct delegate, 
Perrinsville Elementary 
School PTA member in the 
Livonia School District, dele- 
gate to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in 1992 and 


a former Communications 
Workers of America Union 
Steward. 

The candidate plans to 
focus her door-to-door cam- 
paign on service. 

“I will be the servant of the 
public. I will be there at their 
whim,” DeHart said. 

The candidate’s plans also 
include additional protection 
for senior citizens physically 


and financially. 

“Seniors are one of the most 
vulnerable people in our 
state,” DeHart said. 

By seeking legislation to in- 
crease the penalty against 
criminals who prey on the el- 
derly and the development of 
more stringent medical insur- 
ance and life insurance laws, 
DeHart hopes to accomplish 
this goal. 

According to DeHart, the 
public education system also 
needs to be protected. 

“If the system breaks down, 
children won’t be getting the 
good education they’re enti- 
tled to,” she said. 

DeHart will have two cam 
paign managers -- Westland 
City Councilwoman Sharon 


Scott and her brother Bill 
Johnson. 

DeHart is married to Ben 
DeHart, a former Westland 
City Councilman who also an- 
nounced his bid for the seat 
last week. However, Ben De- 
Hart later telephoned Dick 
McKnight, 13th Congressional 
District Party Chairman, and 
informed him he would not be 
seeking office. 

“I think it was a very gra-

Some 1,000 miles of Michi- 
gan highways will be improved 
this year as part of Governor 
John Engler’s Build.

It’s expected to be a production so powerful that it will change 
the lives of those who witness the explosive and compelling Gospel 
drama created by Detroit native T. J. Hemphill-Perilous Times. 

Playing at the Fisher Theatre April 19-24, Perilous is a vivid 
depiction of the battles people face daily. In an emotion-packed 
musical exodus through times, a young man of the 1990s is shaken 
from a dead-end path and awakened to his own salvation as he 
witnesses an intense retelling of the life of Christ. 

Perilous addresses today’s social perils while delivering a trans- 
forming message of hofte and promise, according to Hemphill. 

“The inspiration for this production, believe it or not, came from 
years ago, an old Sunday school class during the Easter season,” 
Hemphill said. “Myself and a friend of mine were actually thinking 
of the same thing at the same time. He’s now my brother-in-law. 

“So we got together, and he basically put together a biblical play. 
That production, played at Ford auditorium in 1985 entitled The 
Revelation of Jesus Christ .” 

That play, however, sat on the shelf for a few years after its 
debut, according to Hemphill. 

“Then my friend went on to become an assistant pastor at our 
church,” Hemphill said. “So, we pulled that play out of the hopper, 
but at that time, I just felt something was missing. So, I decided to 
rewrite the entire play and bring it to a 1990s current setting. 

“I believe if you want to reach people with a real strong message, 
sometimes you have to go to where they are.” 

Raised in the Brewster projects on Detroit’s lower east side, 
Hemphill had a dream to help people. He graduated from Detroit 
Eastern High School and continued his education at Wayne State 
University where he achieved a degree in education. 

Hemphill was a teacher for eight years in the Detroit Public 
Schools. He took on the music and auditorium program voluntarily 
after the lack of funds prevented these programs from continuing. 
It was through this experience that Hemphill said he developed his 
love for the theater and the stage. 

“By growing up in the Brewster Projects and teaching in the 
Detroit Public Schools, I got to see all of the blight of Detroit,” 
Hemphill said. “I felt if we were really going to impact people, we 
have to bring a message to them which would change the nature of 
the place so that they would be interested in coming. 

“What do people like? They like a little dancing and realism. I 
think the biblical thing was just too unrealistic for people. So 
bringing up the play to current history allows people to get into the 
entire production.” 

Perilous is a production which appeals to audiences of all ages, 
according to Hemphill. 

“We have had people, 45. 56 years old who have had their whole 
lives changed as a result of watching this play,” Hemphill said. 


“We’ve had people who were alcoholics totally give it up after 
watching this play.” 

When Hemphill left the Detroit Public Schools, he became a 
commodities broker while manifesting the publishing skills neces- 
sary to produce the nationally-circulated Totally Gospel Magazine. 

“When we were thinking of a name for the play, we felt that a 
biblical name was not going to work,” Hemphill said. “Finally, my 
brother-in- law came up with Perilous Times.” 

Hemphill also wrote the majority of the songs for the play. He 
has composed more than 100 gospel songs to date. 

“I wrote all the songs for this production except for one,” Hemp- 
hill said. “The songs actually came as a result of my upbringing. 
The songs developed as my ear and training developed with music. 

When Hemphill was teaching elementary school in the Detroit 
Public Schools around the middle 1970s, he said the funding for 
special programs such as music and theater were not available. 

“I felt that children really need that kind of exposure to the 
cultural arts,” Hemphill said. “So I took upon myself to continue 
those programs. I started writing plays and music at the same time 
for the children. 

“We packed the house every night People came from all over to 
see these kids perform. Channel 4 picked the program up at the 
time.” 

Hemphill also works diligently in the ministry of Christ He is 
currently the pastor of St Paul Life and Praise Center. His dedica-

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3 plead guilty to 
faking station robbery

Two Westland residents and 
a Plymouth Township man, 
who pleaded guilty to charges 
in connection with a false rob- 
bery which netted $900 in cash 
from a Westland gas station in 
late December 1993, were sen- 
tenced to two years probation 
in Detroit Recorder’s Court 
Monday. 

Dawn Marie Kuck, a 19-year- 
old Westland woman, pleaded 
guilty to embezzlement over 
$100, while Westland resident 
Christopher Allen Fanos, 18, 
and Jeffrey Allen Grigal, a 19- 
year-old Plymouth resident, 
pleaded guilty to larceny in a 
building. 

The three will have their re- 


cords cleared of the charges if 
they complete probation re- 
quirements under the Home 
Youthful Training Act (HYTA), 
according to a Recorder's 
Court cleric 

The three confessed after 
Westland police determined 
that a reported Dec 28 rob- 
bery at Citgo Gas station, lo- 
cated at 1220 N. Wayne Road, 
was falsified. 

According to police, Kuck, 
who knew Fanos as a regular 
customer, asked him to rob 
her. Fanos talked with his 
friend Grigal who agreed to 
help with the faked robbery, 
police said. 

Kuck, who was working as a 
clerk at the gas station around 
8 p.m. when the incident oc- 
curred, handed the cash over 


to Fanos, who was wearing a 
ski mask, according to police. 
Grigal accompanied Fanos, 
wearing a white cap so as not 
to be recognized. The two men 
left with the cash and later 
spilt the money, according to 
the statements. 

Kuck later asked Fanos for 
at least $100 of the stolen cash 
and threatened “to get tough” 
with him if he didn’t give her 
the money, according to re- 
ports. Fanos told Kuck they 
had already spent the money 
and Kuck reportedly never re- 
ceived the cash, according to 
statements. 

Kuck reported the faked 
robbery to police and added 
that an unknown male warned 
her of the impending falsified 
crime earlier that day. 


Accused shoplifter awaits trial 



A 50-year-old Detroit man 
was bound over to Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court on charges of 
unarmed robbery, accused in 
the theft of three pairs of pants 
from the Hudson's store in 
Westland Center located at 
35000 Warren Road, according 
to testimony taken in Westland 
18th District Court. 

Terrance D. Haneline was 
charged with unarmed rob- 
bery rather than larceny after 
attempting to flee from a West- 
land police officer who was 
trying to arrest him, according 
to the court records.

Probation ordered in

Car questions answered 


By Jeff Noble and Craig Garrett 
ANP Special Writers 

QUESTION: I have a 1991 
Chevy Cavalier with a 2.2L, 
four cylinder and only 32,000 
miles. My problem is the car 
idles and accelerates roughly. 
I’ve changed spark plugs and 
ignition wires, plus the fuel fil- 
ter, but it still runs crummy 
and gas mileage is terrible. 
There’s no smoke from the tail- 
pipe and my mechanic has 
given up and recommended I 
go to the dealer. Can you guys 
help? 

CRAIG: What dp you think. 
Jeff? Sounds like a vacuum 
leak. 

JEFF: A classic case of vac- 
uum leak, Craig. Tell your me- 
chanic to check for what I’ve 
found on a few cars recently -- 
the manifold gasket on the No. 
4 cylinder leaks requiring a 
new intake gasket. Your me- 


chanic should know how to 
check for the problem you de- 
scribe. 

CRAIG: Don't forget about 
warranties. 

JEFF: That’s right. Too many 
people don’t know these are 
the types of problems covered 
by the manufacturer. 

QUESTION: I have a 1985 
Oldsmobile Delta 88 with a V-8. 
My problenl is the car runs 
rough and stalls only when it’s 
cold outside, and we’ve had 
plenty of that lately. I’ve 
changed plugs, wires, distribu- 
tor cap and rotor, and the fuel 
filter and none of that helped. 
It belches black smoke -- a 
friend told me it might be the 
choke pulloff. What’s that and 
where is it located? 

CRAIG: Your friend should 
charge for advice. 

JEFF: Yeah, your friend is 
probably right. The choke pull- 
off is bolted to the light side of 
the carburetor at the front 


near the choke housing. It’s op- 
erated by vacuum from the 
carb. Its job is to open the 
choke plate slightly when you 
turn the key to prevent the en- 
gine from running too rich and 
causing many of the problems 
you describe. 

CRAIG: Sounds like a bum- 
mer. 

JEFF: You’re right, Craig. It’s 
not uncommon for the pulloff 
to go bad. I recommend re- 
placement. Parts are relatively 
cheap and labor varies on 
who’s doing the work. Craig 
will do it for pennies on the 
dollar. 

CRAIG: Thanks, old pal. 

JEFF: Any time.

Canton officers 
investigate homicide 

Police officers responded to 3800 
Canton Center Road April 10 on a 
report of aggravated assault bet- 
ween two residents of the Canton 
Center Group Home. 

A 42-year-old resident reportedly 
pushed a 53-year-old resident caus- 
ing him to fall backward and hit his 
head. When staff members checked 
on the victim at 12:30 a.m., he was 
having difficulty breathing said po- 
lice. 

The victim was transported to 
Annapolis Hospital by Canton Fire 
Personnel and then airlifted to Uni- 
versity of Michigan Hospital, where 
he was later pronounced dead. 

The case remains under investi- 
gation pending the medical exam- 
iner’s report. 

Conference set 
for Inkster man 

A May 20 final conference has 
been set for an Inkster man charged 
with two counts of assault with in- 
tent to murder and first-degree 
criminal sexual conduct in Detroit 
Wayne County Recorder’s Court. 

Freddie D. Triplett, 30, was ar- 
rested by Wayne police for al- 
legedly sexually assaulting a 16- 
year-old Westland girl near the rail- 
road tracks in Wayne May 22, 1993. 

The incident occurred near 
Swanson Street and Merriman 
Road at approximately 9 p.m., ac- 
cording to Wayne Police Lt Mel 
Drews. 

“The teenager was visiting her 
grandmother that day,” Drews said. 
“She was distraught about a mem- 
ber of the family who died and de- 
cided to take a walk that evening 
between 8:30 p.m. and 9 p.m." 

Triplett allegedly approached 
the girl and forced himself on her, 
according to Drews. 

After the assault occurred, 
Wayne police Sgt. Bob McIntyre 
stated that the victim was tied up 
with her own clothing by the as- 
sailant She was left to die, accord- 
ing to Drews. 

“After some time she managed to 
untie herself and went to her grand- 
mother’s house,” McIntyre said. 

If Triplett is found guilty of as- 
sault with intent to murder and 
criminal sexual conduct he could 
receive up to life in prison, accord- 
ing to Drews. 

Sentencing set for 
robbery suspects 

A May 17 sentencing has been 
scheduled for a Wayne man and wo- 
man charged with intent to rob 
while armed before Detroit Wayne 
County Recorder’s Court Judge Isid- 
ore Torres. 

Rickey Peters, 38, and Michelle 
Lorence, 31, both pleaded no con- 
test April 18 on the robbery charge, 
according to court officials. 

The two defendants allegedly de- 
manded money from Canton Towns- 
hip resident Christopher A. 
Straughter at 3:50 a.m. Sept. 19 
while pointing a knife at him at the 
Parklane Motel on Michigan Ave- 
nue. 
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Teen found guilty of first-degree murder

A Recorder’s Court jury found a 17-year-old 
Inkster youth guilty Wednesday of first-degree 
murder in the gunshot killing of a Grosse lie man. 

After a three-day trial conducted by Judge Ka- 
ren Fort-Hood, the jury members concluded that 
Jamie Luis Huggins shot to death 28-year-old De- 
nnis William Niebrzydowski during a robbery at- 
tempt in the 26000 block of Lehigh Street in the 
city of Inkster. 

Niebrzydowski died of a bullet wound to the 
back. 

The jury also found a co-defendant, Eric Wen- 
dell Lawson, not guilty of the felony murder. 

Niebrzydowski was killed during the early 
morning hours on Dec. 12, 1993 when he and a 


friend reportedly drove to Inkster to purchase 
crack cocaine. Witnesses said that the victim was 
negotiating the purchase with a gang of youths 
when shots rang out. 

According to court testimony, during the trans- 
action, one of the dealers decided that he wanted 
the victim’s Cadillac and ordered him out of the 
car. 

Niebrzydowski and his friend refused to give 
up the car. 

Instead, Niebrzydowski took off but not before 
Huggins fired a volley of bullets at the vehicle. 
One of the bullets struck the victim in the back, 
mortally wounding him. 

However, Niebrzydowski continued to drive 
the vehicle until he lost consciousness. His friend 
took over the vehicle and drove to the Telegraph 
Road and Annapolis Road area where he called 


Dearborn Heights police. 

The investigation, handled by Inkster detec- 
tives James Vergona and Richard Rashad, ended 
with the arrests of Huggins and Lawson. 

Huggins also was found guilty of armed rob- 
bery and felony firearms. He was remanded to 
the Wayne County Jail by Fort-Hood, who set sen- 
tencing for April 28. 

Huggins could be sentenced to life in jail, with- 
out parole, on the first-degree murder charge. 

Lawson also remains behind bars. He is being 
held for violation of parole. , 

Vergona said he was ‘‘very pleased with the 
jury’s decision.” 

“Any time a life is lost like this it’s a tragedy,” 
Vergona said. “But at least this time the killer 
didn’t get away.”

2 to face trial in shooting 
death of airport visitor

Murder charges against an accused 
“stone faced” gunman and his alleged 
partner, who are charged with killing a 
Metro Airport visitor the day before Eas- 
ter, were bound over to the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice last Wednesday by 34th 
District Court Judge William Szlinis. 

The preliminary hearing for the pair 
had been slated for Wednesday April 13 
but was adjourned quickly when Assistant 
Wayne County’ Prosecutor Curtis Smith re- 
vealed neither defendant had an attorney 
present. 

Accused are Charles Douglas Scott, 33, 
of Detroit, the alleged gunman in the kill- 
ing of Elwin A. Lillie, 54, of Evart, and 
Isaac Collier Jr., 26, also of Detroit, a co- 
murder defendant, who also is accused of 
car jacking an Inkster woman's car after 
the murder. 


Smith called 10 witnesses in the morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions last Wednes- 
day, including several eyewitnesses to the 
shooting incident and one of the investi- 
gating officers, Detective Sgt. Mike Onde- 
jko. 

The first witness called was Dominic 
Triola of Detroit, who admitted that he 
loaned his black 1987 Escort to Collier, as 
he has done a number of times. The car 
was the vehicle the pair were allegedly 
sitting in when Lillie was killed in the 
parking lot of the McDonald’s Restaurant 
on Middlebelt Road in Romulus on April 2 
between 1 and 2 p.m. 

Several people, who were in the 
McDonald’s parking lot at the time were 
then called and testified they saw the two 
defendants in and around the victim’s car 
after the shooting. 

One witness, Yolanda Pezzat, testified

Deadly decision 

Examination set in 
area strangulation

Following an arrest by West- 
land police, a 34-year-old Tay- 
lor man has bfeen arraigned on 
charges of first-degree murder 
in the strangulation death of 
his 30-year-old girlfriend 
whose body was found inside a 
55- gallon drum in the defen- 
dant’s pickup truck Monday 
morning, Taylor police Com- 
mander Stan Cybert said. 

Bret Thomas Greenleaf is 
being held without bond pend- 
ing an April 27 preliminary ex 
amination in Taylor 23rd 
District Court before Judge 
Anthony Nicita. Greenleaf was 
arraigned following his recov- 
ery from a prescription drug 
overdose which he allegedly 
took sometime Monday morn- 
ing after the apparent murder. 

Police have identified the 
victim’s body as that of Tammy 
Lynn Davis, who is believed to 
have lived in Taylor with the 
accused killer on the 7100 
block of Wilkie Street, Cybert 
said. 

Westland police officers ar- 
rested Greenleaf at a friend’s 
home located on the 34000 
block of Caseville Court 
around 10:45 a.m. after Taylor 
police alerted area police de- 
partments to a possible homi- 
cide, Cybert said. 

Taylor police were in- 
formed of the possible homi- 
cide by a concrete business 
owner in Southgate who said 
his Taylor employee teie-

phoned him around 6 a.m. ask- 
ing if he could pick up his 
check because he had just 
killed his girlfriend and 
needed to leave town, Cybert 
said.

After investigating near the 
Wilkie Street home and 
around the Southgate busi- 
ness, Taylor police were called 
by Westland polite and in- 
formed that a suspect had just 
been arrested. 

Westland police officers lo- 
cated the victim’s body outside 
the Caseville Court address af- 
ter a friend of Greenleaf called

The fate of an 18-year-old 
John Glenn High School stu- 
dent accused of releasing pep- 
per mace bombs in the school 
building rests in the hands 
school officials and fire de- 
partment supervisors who will 
make a recommendation to the 
members of the school board. 

Wayne-Westland School su- 
pervisors, in cooperation with 
Westland Fire Department of- 
ficials, scheduled a student 
disciplinary hearing to deter- 
mine whether the student 
should be expelled from the 
district following the April 12 
evacuation of the Westland 
school due to the release of 
two suspected pepper mace 
spray bombs in the building, 


Wayne-Westland Assistant Su- 
perintendent Gary Dell said. 

According to Dell, if a rec 
ommendation is made for ex- 
pulsion, the school board 
members could take action as 
soon as Monday. The student 
may also be ordered to pay res 
titution to the fire department 
under a city cost recovery ordi- 
nance, Westland Assistant 
Fire Chief George Riley said. 

According to Assistant 
Westland Fire Chief Mike 
Reddy, use of the chemical 
analysis team coupled with the 
other emergency and police 
personnel was extremely ex- 
pensive, and may have cost up 
to $10,000 for the run. 

“The fire folks are inter- 
ested tremendously since the 
chemical analysis team is a lot 
of cost to the county,” Dell 


said. 

According to Riley, each 
fire department in the county 
provides the HAZMAT team 
with two firefighters and pays 
for those individuals out of city 
funds. 

“Each man receives spe- 
cialized training. We have to 

support them financially,” 
Riley said. 

The student was suspended 


after allegedly admitting to the 
crime, according to Dell, and 
has been ticketed for disturb- 
ing the peace, Westland police 
Sgt. Russell Nowaczck said. 

The alleged mace bombs 
were released in the morning 
and afternoon, Dell said. Fol- 
lowing the release of the sec- 
ond bomb, 1,800 students and 
faculty were evacuated from 
the building and 120 students 


were attended to by emer- 
gency personnel from the 
Westland Fire Department, 
Dell said. 

A total of seven students 
and one teacher w'ere trans- 
ported to area hospitals for 
breathing difficulties where 
they were treated and re- 
leased, according to Dell. 

The first of two pepper 
bombs was released in the 
school around 10:30 a.m. when 
an “offensive odor was de- 
tected,” and the second at 
12:55 p.m. when emergency 
personnel were preparing to 
leave the scene, Dell said. 

Three emergency units, 15 
Westland police officers and 
10 members of the Wayne 
County Hazardous Incident 
Response Team (HAZMAT) re- 
sponded to the scene. 


The first bombing, which af- 
fected three classrooms, was 
determined not to be toxic and 
two students were sent to the 
hospital for breathing diffi- 
culties, Dell said. 

After the second pepper 
mace spray was released, ad- 
ministrators pulled the fire 
alarm and evacuated the 
building shortly after 1 p.m., 
sending students and faculty 
home for the remainder of the 
day, Dell said. 

“Another one went off. This 
one was more widespread and 
everyone was still on site. We 
decided it was too hard to 
function and called the buses,” 
Dell said. 

According to Dell, investiga- 
tors suspected that some sort 
of pepper spray was placed in 
the cold air return.

she was seated in her car 
with her 12-year-old son, Ben- 
jamin, when she heard a 
“loud pop” and saw a large 
black man stuff a large gun 
into his pants and flee the 
area with his alleged accom- 
plice. _ 

From where she was sitting, 
Pezzat said, she was able to 
see the blood-splattered wind- 
shield of Lillie’s car and 
viewed Scott’s face close up. 

Pezzat said she was able to 
pick Scott’s “stone face” out of 
a photo line up a few days later 
at police headquarters. 

A third witness, Dean Pat- 
ten, said he noticed the two 
men trotting back and forth 
from the victim’s car to their 
stalled Escort, as he first ar- 
rived in the parking lot 


Patten said the pair tried to 
push Lillie’s Buick away from 
their get- away car. When that 
failed, he said, they filled their 
pockets with items from their 
car and fled. 

He testified he saw Scott 
with a gun, which he claimed 
the defendant tried to hide 
with his dark trench coat. 
While he said he never actu- 
ally heard the gun shot, he did 
see Scott place the gun 
through Lillie’s’s open window 
apparently in an attempt to 
see if the victim was dead. 

Patten said he got a good 
close up view of Scott before 
he fled. When questioned 
about his eyesight, Patten said 
he has, “20-20 vision and I 
know because I had my eyes 
examined on Sunday after I 
had dirt blow into one of my 
eyes.” 

Patten also said he was able 
to give police enough informa- 


tion they could create a com- 
posite of Scott’s face. 

On cross examination he 
was asked if he had talked to 
the victim’s family in court 
prior to the hearing on 
Wednesday. Patten said, “Yes I 
was expressing my condo- 
lences to them over their loss.” 

“Did you know them prior to 
today?” Scott’s lawyer, Law- 
rence Johnson asked. “No I 
didn’t know them then and I 
don’t know them now. I just felt 
sorry for them,” Patten said. 

Patten also told the court he 
is currently unemployed and 
said he never worked as a po- 
lice officer, auxiliary officer or 
security guard in the past. 

Another witness, Nancy Vo- 
jakovic, told the court that she 
thought she heard a car back- 
firing and then saw, “an older 
gentleman’s car hit the 
McDonald’s building. The vic- 
tim’s head then hit the wind-

“I began flying kites about 12 years ago after 
my kids grew up,” Good said. “I became inter- 
ested in the sport when my wife (Gina) and I 
were in Myrtle Beach, Fla. I bought my first 
kite there after watching someone fly a kite on 
the beach one day.” 

Good began working with single-line kites, 
but he has since mastered the dual-line There 
is a wide variety of styles in this sport includ- 
ing full-fledged, single line, fighter, stunt, quad 
line, delta, diamond, box and multi-shape 
kites. 

The art of kite flying begins with finding the 
wind, according to Good. 

“You need to find the window of wind before 
you can fly the kite,” Good said. “You find that 
window by figuring out which way the wind is 
blowing. Make sure the wind is to the back of 
your head.” 

Kites today are made of rip-stop nylon or 
sail cloth which is able to take hold of the wind 
better than the old paper kite, according to 
Good. 

“It actually traps the air and then the kite is 
able to twist and turn with the wind or hover 
inches above the ground,” Good said. 

The May 7 event will be the first competition 
Good said he has ever entered. 

“I will be entered in the intermediate level,” 


Good said. “I’m going to fly the Phantom kite.” 

Good said he enjoys kite flying because it’s 
ftin and relaxing. 

“You also meet a lot of interesting people,” 
Good said. 

On May 5 there will be a kite decorating 
program for children at the Wayne Community 
Center, according to Wayne Chamber of Com- 
merce Director Donna McEachem. 

“It will take place from 6 to 7:30 p.m.,” 
McEachern said. “After the coloring, the mer- 
chants will have a contest for the best deco- 
rated kite.” 

There will be three age categories the chil- 
dren will enter. The winner will receive a kite. 
The runner-up in each category will receive 
tickets to the State Wayne Theater.

shield and blood splattered all 
over the glass.” 

She testified she saw two 
black men run past her van 
and claimed Scott looked di- 
rectly at her as he passed. Be- 
cause of that view, Vojakovic 
said, she was able to pick 
Scott’s photo out of a lineup. 

She said she quickly pulled 
up to the drive-up window at 
McDonald’s and asked the girl

Smith then called Cornelia

The last witness called dur- 
ing the morning session was 
Michelle Swartz, who said she 
formerly dated Collier, said 
she saw the pair leave the 
Grand Motel late that morning 
in the Escort and return hours 
later with the red Grand Prix. 

Swartz said they told her the 
red car was stolen and that 
Scott had shot someone while 
they were away from Detroit. 

During the afternoon ses- 
sion several girl friends were 
called to the stand, including 
Lisa Campbell, who testified 
that Scott claimed he had just 
killed someone. 


Campbell said it didn’t 
phase her at the time because, 
“He has told me that several 
times before.” 

The final witness was Sgt. 
Ondejko, who denied he and 
his fellow detective Gordon 
Malaniak played “the good 
cop, bad cop routine” with Col- 
lier. 

Ondejko also denied that he 
offered to let Collier go if he 
testified properly, “since I am 
only interested in the trigger 

man.” 

Ondejko read a handwritten 
statement Collier gave police 
claiming he woke up on April 2 
and found he had a crucial 
need for about $200. 

Collier wrote that he in- 
formed Scott (whose street 
name is “6-9”) of his need and 
Scott told him to get a car and

Police secretary puts

If you want to know about 
crimes or misdeeds in Van 
Buren Township, don’t ask 
Sharon Kennedy. She proba- 
bly knows about it, but she 
won’t tell. 

Confidentiality and privacy 
are two main factors in her job 
as police department secre- 
tary. 

“Some times when my kids 
would ask me about going 
somewhere, I’d tell them that, 
based on my knowledge, it 
wasn’t a good place to go,” 
Kennedy said. “They have al- 
ways respected that, and didn’t 
ask me to go into detail. This is 
especially important when 
your family lives in the com- 
munity in which you work.” 

Kennedy said that she must 
always be on guard to respect 
the rights of privacy of others. 

Nine and one-half years ago, 
she was hired to fill the secre- 
tarial duties for the Van Buren 


Police Department. Today, she 
spends about 75 percent of her 
work day entering information 
into the computer system and 
the remainder of her time an- 
swering telephone calls. 

“Phone skills are very ini' 
portant. I must be ready to an- 
swer questions, use tact and 
know how to deal with people 
who may be upset or angry,”; 
she said. “I treat people with 
respect - the way that I would 
want to be treated.” 

Kennedy, a 20-year-resident 
of Van Buren Township, 
learned her secretarial skills 
at the Western Campus of 
Wayne County Community Col- 
lege, located just a few miles' 
from her home and workplace.

Doreen McEvilly, secretary 
to Romulus Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell, 
loves the many facets of her 
job.

“He was a really nice man, 
but he found it hard to articu- 


late what he wanted you to 
do,” she said. 

After about eight years in 
the school board office, 
McEvilly asked to be switched 
to one of the school buildings, 
“so I could work with a school 
staff and the children.” She 
worked for Principal Hal Con- 
non at Gordonier School for 
eight months, prior to the clos- 
ing of the school. When the su- 
perintendent of schools and 
his secretary left in 1975, the 
new superintendent Jim Gar- 
field “invited me to work for 


him.” Then she joked when Be- 
dell “was hired as superinten- 
dent in 1980, he sort of 
inherited me.”

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Pro-active approach taken against gangs in Belleville

Taking preventative mea- 
sures before youth gangs be- 
come a major problem for the 
area is the approach being 
taken by Belleville, Van Buren 
Township, Sumpter Township 
and the tri-community Subs- 
tance Abuse Task Force 
(SATF). 

“We’ve sent out the message 
that we’re not going to tolerate 
gangs,” said Van Buren Public 
Safety Director Mark Perkins, 
who also serves on the SATF 
board. 

“The current ordinances we 
have are good tools for dealing 
with gang problems,” Perkins 
said. “We’ve learned from the 
past mistakes made by other 
communities, and we are try- 
ing to avoid them by taking a 
pro- active approach before 
the gang problem gets out of 
hand here.” 

Perkins said the police de- 
partment has good intel- 
ligence regarding the gang 
operations, and a representa- 
tive of the department meets 
with other officers on a 
monthly basis to keep up-to- 
date on gang activities. 

Ordinances on juvenile con- 
duct have been adopted in Be- 
lleville and Sumpter Township 
recently, and Perkins said Van

Buren Township already has 
many of the sections incorpo- 
rated into existing ordinances. 

Provisions of the juvenile 
conduct ordinance include: 

• Banning unauthorized 
people on school property and 
forbidding the disturbance of 
schools. 

• Barring threats, coercion, 
force or violence against stu- 
dents by anyone attempting to 
borrow or obtain money or 
valuables, and forbidding the 
unauthorized borrowing of 
money of things of value in the 
school or when traveling to 
and from school. 

• Forbidding the destruc- 
tion of school property, 
grounds, outbuildings, fences, 
trees or fixtures. 

The ordinance also forbids 
the destruction of private 
property, the defacing of prop- 
erty by graffiti and harassing 
or making indecent telephone 
calls or letters. 

No minor may possess a 


beeper or telephone pager un- 
less he or she is using it as an 
employee of a duly licensed 
business. No one under the 
age of 21 may possess, pur- 
chase, obtain or consume alco- 
holic beverages or transport 
them in a vehicle. 

The Belleville ordinance 
also deems it unlawful for a 
minor under the age of 17 to be 
in a public place or public 
street between the hours of 
midnight and 6 a.m., or one un- 
der the age of 15 to be in a 
public place between 10 p.m. 
and 6 a.m. 

In addition, an adult having 
control of the residence or 
premises shall not allow an 
open party if any alcoholic 
beverages or illegal drugs are 
possessed or consumed by a 
minor. 

The Belleville ordinance 
outlines parental duties as fol- 
lows: (1) To keep illegal drugs 
or illegal firearms out of the 
home and legal firearms se- 
cured in places that are inac-

cessible to the minor, (2) To 
know the curfew ordinance of 
the city and to require the 
minor to observe the curfew 
law, (3) To require that the 
minor attend school, (4) To ar- 
range for proper supervision 
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for the minor when the parent 
is absent, and to take the nec- 
essary precautions to prevent 
the minor from maliciously or 
willfully destroying property, 
and (5) To forbid the minor 
from keeping stolen property 


or illegally possessing fire- 
arms or illegal drugs, and to 
seek help from appropriate 
governmental authorities or 
private agencies in handling 
or controlling the minor, when 
necessary. 


Westland gang 
activity increases

Youth gangs in Westland are 
becoming an increasing prob- 
lem for the police department 
and are becoming increasingly 
violent on a daily basis, ac- 
cording to Westland police of- 
ficer Scott Hall. 

In addition to grafitti, which 
seemed to be the biggest con- 
cern this time last year, this 
year gang members are com- 
mitting strong armed and 
armed robberies, primarily 
taking victims’ jackets. 

“I believe they’re becoming 
more violent. They’re stealing 
their colors,” Hall said. 

The colors Hall referred to 
are the colored clothing youths 
wear to identify their affilia- 
tion with a gang. Hall added 
that these crimes usually do 
not involve the use of weapons. 

In a change from last year, 
smaller scavenger gangs are 
beginning to consolidate with 
the larger gangs, Hall said. The 
gang members are still pre- 
dominately in the junior and 
senior high schools, with some 
elementary-age student in- 
volvement 

Hall said Westland police 
are cracking down on gang 
members who commit crimes. 

“Now they’re telling us 
they’re not involved in gangs. 
It’s a more covert act” Hall 
said. 

“I think they’re going covert 
because of zero police toler- 
ance. Most police officers don’t

give much leeway to gang 
members. We’re making it un- 
popular to be in a gang,” Hall 
added. 

Westland police keep re- 
cords of the gang activity and 
conduct interviews with par- 
ents of suspected gang mem- 
bers to inform them of their 
child’s conduct. 

Hall said these gangs origi- 
nated in Chicago prisons and 
spread to youths in the sub- 
urbs. 

Hall advised parents to take 
notice if their children wear 
beads or the same colors all 
the time. In addition, Hall 
said, these juveniles have 
other ways of signifying they 
are in a gang. Some cut 
notches in their eyebrows, 
color the tongues of their 
shoes or inside pockets or 
wear colored shoe laces, he 
said.

As a result of a four-month 
investigation conducted by 
Michigan State Police, Wayne 
Police Department and State 
Department of Labor, owners 
G & K Sales in Wayne have 
been charged with violating 
the Youth Employment Stan- 
dard Act 

Randolph P. Koltyk, 31, of 
Westland, and William O. Gre- 
gory, 31, of Canton Township, 
allegedly had minors working 
for them longer than the legal 
48-hour limit for youths, ac- 
cording to Detective/Sgt. 
Leonard Goretski. 

“They had minors working 
too many hours, more than the 
48 allowed which includes 
school hours,” Goretski said. 
“The time minors attend 
school is included in the time 
they are allowed to work.” 

G & K is a business which 
solicits donations for the Mich- 
igan Association of Police 
(Southfield), Vietnam Veterans 
of America (Traverse City), 
Courage (Southfield) and the 
Police Officers Labor Council 
in Troy. 

“Each individual was issued 
a two-count warrant for two 


separate occasions of minors 
working over the limit of 
hours,” Goretski said. 

The investigation revealed 
that the minors were provided 
with a prepared text that was 
read to callers. The text in- 
volved free fingerprinting for 
children and the donation of 
bulletproof vests to local grad- 
uates of the police academy. 

“We were first notified of 
what was going on with the mi- 
nors when citizens called us,” 
Goretski said. “We also found 
out that they were hiring mi- 
nors without doing the proper 
background checks.” 

Koltyk is the chief opera- 
tions officer and Gregory is the 
chief financial officer for G & 
K sales. They turned them- 
selves in to the Wayne Police 
Department, according to 
Wayne Police Lt. Mel Drews. 

If Koltyk and Gregory are 
found guilty of violating the 
Youth Employment Act, they 
could receive not more than 
one year in prison or a fine of 
not more than $500 or both. 

The defendants were ar- 
raigned April 19 before 29th 
district Court Judge Carolyn 
Archbold. Both pleaded not 
guilty. A May 11 pre-trial has 
been scheduled.

Paws organization seeks to fund first area service dog

Rick Korzon needs a little 
help from his friends. And. 
with friends like Korzon’s, he 
won’t be in need very long. 

Since a diving accident left 
the Westland man perma- 
nently disabled and depen- 
dent on a wheelchair 13 years 
ago, his family and friends 
have aided his recovery and 
return to a normal life. 

And now, his friends are 
hoping to provide him with 
one more step toward an inde- 
pendent lifestyle. 

Westland firefighters who 
expected Korzon to join their 
ranks until the accident, and a 
group of local citizens are 
working diligently to fund the 
purchase of a very special 
friend for Korzon-one who 
will help pilot his wheelchair, 
open and close doors, answer 
the phone, put away groceries, 
and help with his banking. 

The friend is a specially- 
trained service dog who does 
all this and much more-the 
Labrador retriever, trained by 
the Paws With A Cause (PAWS) 
organization will not only take 
care of Korzon, but will take 
care of itself as well. 

The $7,000 dog will prove in 
valuable to Korzon, according 
to fire officials who have seen 
the trained animals in action. 
“What these animals can do is 
amazing,” said Assistant Fire 
Chief Mike Reddy. “It is 
unbelievable- they are excep- 


tionally well trained. They can 
make the difference between 
existence and life for people,” 
he said. 

Members of The Dignity of 
Independence Committee, 
symbolically hope to collect 
the funds by Independence 
Day, July 4 to purchase the dog 
and 

representatives from PAWS 
can begin training the service 
dog for Korzon, a Westland res- 
ident since 1968, who acciden- 
tally broke his neck diving in 
1981 rendering him quadri- 
plegic. 

The committee includes 
Westland City Councilwoman 
Sharon Scott, Wayne- Westland 
school board Treasurer Patri- 
cia Brown, Eileen DeHart, as- 
sistant to State Representative 
Justine Barns, Westland 18th 
District Judge C. Charles 
Bokos, Westland Assistant City 
Clerk Patricia Gibbons, resi- 
dent Michelle Rohraff and fire 
officials Reddy, Assistant 
Chief George Riley and Fire 
Marshall Patrick Harder. 

PAWS trains hearing and 
service dogs. Advanced train- 
ing for hearing dogs teaches 
the dog to respond to some 
sign language, the doorbell, 
telephone, alarm clock, smoke 
alarm, an intruder and various 
other sounds. 

Service dogs learn to pull a 
wheelchair, open doors, turn 
on/off lights, banking, bracing 
and retrieving objects. Both 
dogs must learn to avoid dis- 
tractions such as cats. 


“The dog takes care of itself 
as well as people. It puts groc- 
eries away, gives the teller the 
check, answers the phone, 
opens doors and even brings 
refreshments from the refrig- 
erator,” Riley said. 

“They even let themselves 
outside to go to the bathroom,” 
Korzon said. 

Training for hearing dogs 
averages four months at a cost 
of $4,000, while a service dog 
training is usually 12 months. 
Korzon is expected to receive 
the service dog by January or 
February 1995, Reddy said. Af- 
ter he receives his dog, Korzon 
will still continue to be as- 
sisted by the field trainer who 
will work with him and the dog 

for approximately six months. 

“The field trainer will eval- 
uate me and look for a dog that 
adapts to my needs,” Korzon 
said. “It’s to perfect what I 
want the dog to do around me,” 
he added. 

After the training is com- 
pleted, PAWS representatives 
take a video of the dog helping 
the owner and send it in to cer- 
tify the animal. 


“Once it’s certified, the dog 
can’t be denied access any- 
where,” Jones said. 

However, Korzon added, the 
best thing about having a ser- 
vice dog is, “the companion- 
ship and security of knowing 
someone will be only a leash- 
length away.” 

The dogs are used by indi- 
viduals suffering from a vari- 
ety of disabilities including: 
arthritis, cancer, cerebral 
palsy, deafness, diabetes, epi- 
lepsy, hearing impairment, 
stroke victims, polio, Parkin- 
son’s, multiple sclerosis and 
muscular dystrophy to name a 
few. 

The dog is working when it 
wears a backpack and people 
should not pet or feed the ani- 
mals during this time. 

“When the pack is off, the 
pet relaxes,” Riley said. How- 
ever, he added, “the dog still 
responds to commands.” 

The pouch provides a han- 
dle in the middle, so that 
wheelchair bound individuals 
can be pulled by the dog, 
which responds to directions, 
such as “left or right,” field 


trainer Dee Jones said. 

The packs also contain a 
6-foot leash, used by the owner 
as a tool to open things. If the 
owner wants to open a door, 
for example, he or she simply 
puts the end of the leash 
around the handle and the dog 
pulls, Jones said. 

“They’ll open anything that 
you strap them on to,” Jones 
said. 

Jones emphasized that 
these dogs don’t view their as- 
sistance as work. 

“It’s not work by any means. 
You’ll always see them with 
their tails up and waging,” 
Jones said. 

Dogs are received from ani 
mal shelters and breeders. Ac- 
cording to Jones, any breed 
dog can be used as a service or 
hearing dog provided it is of 
the right temperament. 

“The dog must want to 
please people and like food re- 
wards,” Jones said. 

These dogs must also act ap- 
propriately in certain situa- 
tions. 

“When something is 
dropped, the dog must look 
around and not run away,” 
Jones said. 

Jones added that many dogs 
will have their tails and paws 
accidentally run over by the 
wheelchair-bound owner and 
must understand that it is an 
accident and not bite the 
owner. 

The committee plans to 
have three or four different 
fundraisers to achieve their 


goal. 

“If we don’t raise enough by 
July 4th, we’ll (Westland Fire 
Department) put in the rest of 
the money,” Reddy added. 

A portion of the proceeds 
from the Westland Fire De- 
partment carnival, which ends 
today, will be used to fund the 
purchase. The group also 
plans to conduct a raffle sell- 
ing tickets for $1 each at the 
Westland City Clerk’s office, lo- 
cated at 36601 Ford Road. 

Winners of the raffle will re- 
ceive a total of $500 worth of 
prizes including a first prize 
four-day, three-night trip to 
Las Vegas, dinner for four (sec- 
ond prize), and dinner for two 
and a show (third prize). Books 
of tickets can be purchased for 
$ 20 . 

If more than $7,000 is col- 
lected, the money will be set 
aside by PAWS for another 
Westland resident who needs 
an animal. 

Harder described Korzon as 
a special friend of the fire de- 
partment. Korzon was on the 
list of new hires for the depart- 
ment and scheduled to begin 
work in October 1981 when the 
accident occurred in August 

Upcoming fundraisers will 
be announced at a later date. 
Those wishing to mail in a do- 
nation for the PAWS dog can 
make their checks payable to 
the Westland Fire Depart- 
ment, located at 37201 Mar- 
quette Road in Westland, 
noting that the donation is for 
PAWS. 


Cigarette scam goes up in smoke, police arrest 3 residents

Nerve impulses can 
trigger dizziness 


Most of us can remember feeling 
dizzy after a roller coaster ride or 
when looking down from a tall 
building. 

Dizziness arises from unusual 
changes that disrupt our normal 
feeling of stability. 

But dizziness can also be a sign 
that there is a disturbance or a dis- 
ease in the system that helps people 
maintain balance. This system is co- 
ordinated by the brain, which re- 
acts to nerve impulses from the 
ears, the eyes, the neck, limb mus- 
cles and joints of the arms and legs. 

If any of these areas fail to func- 
tion normally or if the brain fails to 
coordinate the many nerve im- 
pulses it receives, a person may feel 
dizzy. 

The feeling of dizziness varies 
from person to person, and, to some 
extent, according to its cause, it can 
include a feeling of unsteadiness, 
balance or even spinning. 

Disease-related dizziness, 
whether it takes the form of un- 
steadiness or spinning, is fairly 
common in the older population. 
Today, both older and younger peo- 
ple with serious dizziness problems 
can be helped by a variety of 
techniques-from medication to sur- 
gery to balancing exercises. 

To understand what goes wrong 
when we feel dizzy, we need to know 
about the vestibular system by 
which we keep a sense of balance 
amid all our daily twisting and turn- 
ing, starting and stopping, jumping, 
falling, rolling and bending. 

The vestibular system is located

in the inner ear and contains the 
following structures: vestibular lab- 
yrinth, semicircular canals, ves- 
tibule, utricle and saccule. These 
structures work in tandem with the 
vestibular areas of the brain to help 
us maintain balance. 

The vestibular labyrinth is lo- 
cated behind the eardrum. Within 
the vestibule and the semicircular 
canals are patches of special nerve 
cells called hair cells. 

Also located in the inner ear are 
tiny calcium stones called otoconia. 
When you move your head or stand 
up, the hair cells are bent by the 
weight of the otoconia. 

The bending of the hair cells 
transmits an electrical signal about 
head movement to the brain. This 
signal travels from the inner ear to 
the brain along the eighth cranial 
nerve-the nerve involved in balance 
and hearing. 

The brain recognizes the signal 
as a particular movement of the 
head and is able to use this informa- 
tion to help maintain balance.

Clinical Research Trials aimed at 
dissolving clots in patients who are 
candidates and who presented 
themselves with very early symp- 
toms in the Garden City emergency 
room with a complaint of chest pain. 

“The patient was evaluated as to 
whether the chest pain indicated 
myocardial infarction and, if that 
patient met the criteria,” said a hos- 
pital official. “They were given a 
clot dissolving medication called 
TPA.” 

Through the research that was 
done on these particular patients, it 
was found that the time of onset of 
chest discomfort and the patients’ 
presentation to the emergency room 
was longer than hospital officials 
would have liked. 

“In order for the thrombolytic 
medication to be effective, it is ex-

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Lowering cholesterol and moderate 
exercise can prevent heart disease

Heart disease tends to affect wo- 
men about 10 years later than men, 
but poses a comparable threat. 

It is by far the leading cause of 
death for women after menopause, 
and even premenopausal women 
have the same chance of dying from 
heart disease as they do from breast 
cancer. 

Estrogen circulating in the sys- 
tems of reproductive-aged women 
appears to protect against the de- 
velopment of heart disease until 
some time after menopause. Estro- 
gen binds to low density lipopro- 
teins (LDL or “bad” cholesterol), 
resulting in lower circulating levels 
of LDL in the blood. 

Only now is evidence emerging 
that heart disease affects men and 
women differently. One important 
finding is that diet, weight loss, and 
exercise appear to be less effective 
as cholesterol-lowering interven- 
tions in women than in men - with 
some speculation that estrogen acts 
as a “buffer” against environmental 
influences. Obviously this may be 
less true for older women, whose 
cholesterol levels do seem to bene- 
fit somewhat more from exercise. 

An extremely important precau- 
tion against heart disease is to stop 


smoking, which sharply increases 
your risk of having a heart attack. 
Even one cigarette a day can put 
you in danger. 

In addition, women who take sup- 
plemental estrogen after meno- 
pause have half the rate of fatal 
heart attacks as do those not under- 
going hormone replacement ther- 


apy (HRT). Estrogen also protects 
against osteoporosis and alleviates 
unpleasant symptoms of meno- 
pause - which is why most women 
elect to under HRT in the first 
place. 

Despite these advantages, only 
about 15 percent of post meno- 
pausal women take estrogen in the 


U.S. This is due to fears about a pos- 
sible slight increase in the risk of 
breast cancer and a three fold in- 
fluids including fruit juices; eating 
foods high in fiber; and getting daily 
exercise. 

The most important thing to re- 
member is that all of these symp- 
toms are normal. 


Pregnancy aches and 
pains can be avoided 


Pregnancy is a time of changes, 
the most outwardly noticeable of 
which occur in your body. 

As the baby grows, the body 
adapts, and that can cause some dis- 
comfort. While not all women expe- 
rience the same things, there are 
some aches and pains that are fairly 
common. 

The first of these discomforts is 
morning sickness. This nausea 
which generally occurs in the first 
three months of pregnancy and may 
not be limited to mornings - is trig- 
gered by hormonal changes. 

To combat the nausea and vomit- 
ing, slow down your morning rou- 
tine. Stay in bed and east some dry 
toast before getting up. Instead of 
eating large meals, eat several 
small meals each day so your stom- 
ach is never completely empty. 

Hormonal changes can also 
cause fatigue and, as estrogen in- 
creases, your breasts begin to grow 
and feel slightly sore. At the same 
time, your uterus is growing and 
will push against your bladder, 
causing more frequent urination. In 
the middle of the pregnancy that 
problem will disappear tempo- 
rarily, only to return in the last 
month or so when the baby drops 
deeper into the pelvis and again 
puts pressure on the bladder. 


As the baby grows, your center of 
gravity will sift toward your back to 
make up for the extra weight in the 
front. This can cause backaches. To 
help ease the pain, wear flat or low- 
heeled shoes; avoid lifting heavy ob- 
jects; squat down to lift rather than 
bend from the waist and sleep on 
your side with your top leg bent. 

The digestive system is also im- 
pacted by pregnancy. Indigestion 
can be relieved by eating small 
meals; sitting up while eating; wait- 
ing two hours after eating before ex- 
ercising; and not lying down too 
soon after a meal. 

Additionally, digestive changes 
can cause constipation, which is 
best combated by drinking plenty of 
crease in the risk of endometrial 
cancer associated with estrogen use 
when it is taken by itself. 

To protect against the potential 
increased risk of endometrial can- 
cer, progestin has been added rou- 
tinely to estrogen preparations for 
HRT. This “combination therapy” is 
now widely accepted. Unfor- 
tunately, progestin may slightly re- 
duce estrogen’s protective cardiac 
effects. It is not yet know how much 
protection against heart disease 
combination therapy offers, but 
probably less than that from estro- 
gen alone.
